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Police called over 
'screams of abuse’ 
at Marsh Farm talks

POLICE had to be called to a meeting discussing 
funding for projects in Marsh Farm which 
was disrupted by representatives of an organi¬ 
sation who, it is claimed, were ‘screaming 
abuse' and issuing‘threats.’ 

Superintendent David Boyle, who as 
Bedfordshire Police’s Head of Community & 
Partnerships attends Marsh Farm Community 
Development Trust board meetings, was con¬ 
cerned enough about the ferocity of the exchanges 


between the board and members of Marsh Farm 
Outreach (MFO) and their supporters to call for an 
extra officer as he feared a breach of the peace. 

The board met on Monday at Keech Hospice for 
sick children to discuss how much of the ear¬ 
marked funding was still available to be allocated 
to the Outreach Workers project in the light of the 
board’s decision of the previous week to support it 
being delivered by MFO with the Development 
Trust Agency (DTA). 

A person present at the meeting said: “Members 
of MFO were screaming abuse and issuing threats 
to some board members and officers of MFCDT. 


As the meeting was held at Keech Hospice where 
sick children are being treated it makes their 
behaviour even worse.” 

A police spokeswoman said: “I can confirm that 
at the Trust’s board of directors meeting which 
took place on Monday night an officer was in 
attendance as a representative of Bedfordshire 
Police and as part of the partnership. 

“During a heated debate which took 
place between those present a further 
police officer was asked to attend to ensure no 
breach of the peace took place. The

Why Peace 
won’t get 
a chance

A PEACE campaigner whose 
grandfathers were killed while 
serving on different sides of the 
Second World War has revealed 
he was banned from laying a 
‘peace’ wreath during last 
month’s Remembrance Service 
ceremony. 

Marc Scheimann’s English grand¬ 
father, Arthur Green, was working 
with the Home Guard when he was 
blown up in a bomb blast, while 
the German navy vessel on which 
Erich Scheimann served never 
returned from its mission in the 
Baltic Sea. 

Marc Scheimann, of Stockwood 
Crescent, Luton, had wanted to 
place a white wreath, calling for 
peaceful resolutions for conflict, 
on behalf of Luton for Peace at the 
war memorial outside the Town 
Hall as part of the civic party at the 
November 14 service. 

But following complaints, Luton 
Borough Council decided this was 
not ‘appropriate’, so Mr Scheimann 
agreed to do so after the ceremony 
instead. 

Mr Scheimann told Luton on 
Sunday: “This fills me with sadness 
because it’s ‘little minds’. 

“I’ve been robbed of my grand¬ 
fathers on both sides. It’s a loss. 
It affects your perspective on 
life. 

“This is my grieving, my opportu¬ 
nity to say ‘Why?’ But, because it’s a 
loss on both sides, I’m always ques¬ 
tioning ‘Why?’ 

“If we don’t look for that answer, 
we’ll just keep fighting wars, losing 
generations and people in the 
future will feel that loss. It’s a void 
in my life. 

“We’re not doing this to disrupt 
the event. We’re not dishonour¬ 
ing, we just want there to be no

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Fake bomb planted in protest 
against cutting down of trees

A MENTALLY ill man was responsi¬ 
ble for planting a very realistic 
fake bomb at a construction site 
for the new busway. 

William Robinson, 30, waged a 
campaign against the scheme 
because he did not want trees to be 
cut down, Luton Crown Court 
heard. 

Robinson, a qualified surveyor, 
had previously caused criminal 
damage at the site in Station Road, 
Dunstable, and hurled a Molotov 
cocktail at workers, said prosecutor 
Natalie Carter. 

Robinson has since been diag¬ 
nosed with paranoid schizophrenia 


and was too unwell to enter any 
pleas to the charges. 

A jury heard evidence and con¬ 
cluded that he had done what he is 
accused of under the Criminal 
Proceedings Insanity Act. 

As a result, Judge John Bevan QC 
made him subject to an indefinite 
Hospital Order. He is in a secure 
mental hospital. 

Robinson, of Hitchin Road, Luton, 
was charged with placing an imita¬ 
tion bomb, attempted arson and 
criminal damage. 

A second man, Bradley Riley- 
Hawkins, 19, who lodged with 
Robinson, accompanied him when 
he placed the suspect package in 
the early hours of February 19. 

He pleaded guilty to placing an 


imitation bomb and was sentenced 
to 18 months youth custody on 
Thursday. 

Judge Bevan said because Riley- 
Hawkins has been on remand since 
February the sentence will mean his 
immediate release. 

He said Riley-Hawkins, who had 
only been in the UK a short time 
before the offence, would be on 
licence and monitored by probation 
services. 

Rachel Yates, the bomb disposal 
officer at the scene, who is now 
working in Afghanistan, said it was a 
realistic device that was probably 
made following instructions. 

Computers found at Robinson’s 
address showed efforts had been 
made to search sites linked to bomb 


making and some relevant YouTube 
clips had been viewed. 

She said in the days before the 
bomb was left, Robinson had gone 
to the site with surveying equipment 
and carried out measurements 
before taping off certain trees as 
though they were protected. 

He had also broken the windows 
of plant machinery and thrown cof¬ 
fee jars filled with flammable liquid, 
ignited by a rag. One landed near a 
wood chopper and another was 
found burning in some bushes. 

Riley-Hawkins, from Zimbabwe, 
said that Robinson told him that 
God would activate the bomb. 

He told police he was very worried 
about it but did not know how to 
contact them.

Stop the presses! ‘Media City’ plans put on hold 


PLANS to build a £100 million 
printing press in Luton have been 
put on hold while traffic concerns 
are assessed. 

Luton on Sunday in September 
exclusively revealed how media 
mogul Richard Desmond’s Express 
Newspapers Group wanted to cre¬ 
ate a ‘Media City’ in the town. 

West Ferry Printers, a subsidiary 
of Express Newspapers Group, 
applied to convert the disused 


DHL building, on Kimpton Road, 
into a brand new printing plant for 
publications including the Daily 
and Sunday Express. 

Part of their application is rec¬ 
ommended for approval, subject 
to the successful completion of a 
section 106 agreement. 

Another part is under current 
consideration pending the resolu¬ 
tion of traffic generation concerns 
raised by the Highways Agency. 


In a letter to the planning officer, 
the network manager for the area 
said: ‘At this stage, we do not have 
sufficient information to consider 
traffic generated by this proposal 
to enable us to come to a view.’ 

But, according to the trade mag¬ 
azine, Production Journal, the first 
phase of the building would start 
printing next October, despite 
Luton Borough Council not granti¬ 
ng planning permission as yet. 


The development could land up 
to 140 much-needed jobs for the 
town, with 89 full-time staff and 50 
part-time staff. 

In the application it says the 
plant, from which the Daily Star 
and OK! magazine would also be 
printed and distributed, would 
‘promote regeneration in the area’. 

Luton on Sunday made unsuc¬ 
cessful efforts to contact West 
Ferry Printers.

more. This is an opportunity 
for me to pay my respects.” 

Mr Scheimann’s mother, 
Kathleen Green, met his 
father, Eckhard Scheimann, 
in Jersey in 1956. The island 
had been occupied by the 
Germans during the Second 
World War. 

A council spokeswoman 
said: “The Remembrance 
Sunday service is organised 
by the council on behalf of 
and in consultation with the 
Royal British Legion. 

“Although Luton for Peace 
is not officially invited to par¬ 
ticipate in the service, we 
have in the past attempted to 
accommodate their wishes 
by allowing them to form 
part of the civic party. 

“However, in light of 
increasing number of com¬ 
plaints from members of the 
public and at the request of 
the Royal British Legion, also 
having regard to the sensitiv¬ 
ities of those who wish to 
honour and remember those 
who have fallen in wars and 


conflicts in the traditional 
way, we asked Luton for 
Peace to delay laying their 
wreath until after the formal 
ceremony representing the 
armed services. 

“This was in line with previ¬ 
ous years’ practice and was 
agreed with Marc Scheimann. 

“We have contacted Luton 
for Peace and have stated 
that as their members are 
unhappy with this arrange¬ 
ment, in future Remem¬ 
brance Sunday services, they 
will not be permitted to form 
part of the civic party and 
therefore instead attend the 
service in the same way 
that other members of public 
do where there will be an 
opportunity to lay their 
wreath at the appropriate 
time.” 

Luton Royal British Legion 
president Don Woodcroft, 
whose own grandfather 
married a German woman 
in the 1890s, said: “The 
emphasis is on war. It’s a war 
memorial to the dead, not a 
peace memorial.”

meeting ended without fur¬ 
ther disturbance.” 

In a statement MFCDT 
said: ‘During a board meet¬ 
ing of MFCDT on Monday, 
which immediately fol¬ 
lowed the MFCDT AGM, 
there was disruption by 
members of the public. 

‘This caused concern for 
the MFCDT directors and 
police back-up was called as 
a precautionary measure.’ 

Luton Mayor Tom Shaw 
said: “I don’t know what 
went on, I wasn’t there. It 
was the wrong place to do it. 

“If it was going to be an 
adversarial meeting, it 
should have been held 
elsewhere. 

“The Jubilee Community 
Centre is only 100 yards 
away, in the centre of Marsh 
Farm - why was it not held 
there? What surprised me is 
that the Trust has gone to 
Keech.” 

Luton North Labour MP 
Kelvin Hopkins declined to 
comment. 


Keech’s People Director, 
Davina Harvey, said: “As far 
as Keech were aware, this 
was a regular committee 
meeting, which has been 
held in our conference 
room on a number of occa¬ 
sions in the past without 
any incident whatsoever. 

“Our conference room is 
separate from our in-patient 
units, and at no time were 
our patients or staff at any 
risk. 

“The facility is funded by 
the community and we feel 
it is right that we should 
make it available to other 
community groups when 
we’re not needing it. 

“It also brings in valuable 
income to support our 
work. 

“However, in the light of 
what happened, we are 
urgently reviewing the 
future use and discussing 
this with senior members of 
MFCDT next week.” 

MFO were asked for a 
comment, but did not 
respond.

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‘Losing control’ fears over police plan 


Man given jail term for ‘disgraceful’ assault and robbery 


CONCERNS have been raised about the 
‘dismantling’ of a police force during a 
meeting to discuss collaboration with 
neighbouring counties. 

John Mingay, a member of Bedford¬ 
shire Police Authority, spoke at the 
meeting on Friday. 

He said: “Bit by bit we are being 
dismantled and while I agree with 
saving money it does seem as though 
we are losing control.” 

The police authority wants to create a 
Joint Procurement department 
between Hertfordshire and 
Cambridgeshire. 

The new unit would be formed to take 
effect from April 1,2011. 

In the agenda, it says the plan would 
create efficiencies of about £2 million 
over five years through the ‘convergence 
of contracts and the standardisation of 
uniform and equipment’. 

There will also be an immediate 


reduction of ten posts and together 
with other process changes, there will 
be savings of £253,700 per year. 

Cllr Mingay said that this department 
would be based in Huntingdon, the 
Firearms unit in Harpenden and more 
concerning he said, was the Road 
Policing Unit which would see the main 
office in Hitchin. 

He added: “Although there would still 
be an office in Kempston, if there was 
a major incident, would they be 
travelling from Hitchin? 

“I was assured that the response time 
would be the same but I still have 
concerns.” 

In October, plans to join Bedfordshire 
and Hertfordshire forces’ Firearms and 
ICT units were given the thumbs-up - 
saving more than half a million pounds a 
year. 

Cambridgeshire will meet tomorrow 
to discuss the plans. 


A POLISH man who had only been in 
Luton for a month appeared to 
know only one word of English - 
‘tourist’ - when he was arrested for 
robbery and assault. 

But a Judge expressed his 
surprise when Hubert Strzalec 
claimed in his defence that he had 
been provoked by one of the 
victims who had said to him ‘suck 

m y ****> 

Judge John Bevan QC said: “If he 
only knew one word of English I am 
surprised he noted that expression 
as being something offensive.” 

Strzalec, 21, of Cresswell Gardens, 
Luton, was jailed for four years and 
nine months at Luton Crown Court 
on Thursday after pleading guilty to 
robbery and assault by beating. 

Judge Bevan said he had watched 
the CCTV footage of the offences. 

He said: “This was disgraceful 


behaviour. You caused one of these 
men to be unconscious for an hour 
and a quarter. 

“You were drunk and the level of 
violence was utterly gratuitous and 
unnecessary.” 

Prosecutor Natalie Carter said the 
two victims were walking home at 
6am on August 15 this year after 
drinking in a nightclub in Luton. 

The defendant and his friend came 
across them in Havelock Road, Luton. 

Strzalec was first seen in a con¬ 
frontation with one man and slap¬ 
ped him four times across the face. 

He then punched the other victim 
knocking him unconscious, and 
kicked him while he was on the 
ground. He rifled through his 
pockets while he was unconscious 
and stole his mobile phone. 

Police had been alerted by CCTV 
operators and chased the 


defendant, who fell as he jumped 
over a wall and broke his arm. 

Mrs Carter said: “He knew only 
one word of English which was 
‘tourist’ which is the same word in 
Polish and English.” 

She said the victim was still 
unconscious an hour and a quarter 
later when he was examined in 
hospital. 

David Wales, defending, said: “He 
is deeply ashamed of his behaviour 
and realises how far he has fallen. 

“He arrived in Luton in early July 
but two weeks later received news 
that his younger brother had 
committed suicide. He sunk into a 
self-destructive cycle of drinking 
to excess. 

“He has pleaded guilty on the 
basis that the robbery was not 
planned but followed insults made 
to him by the aggrieved.” 


0AP is set to lose home so 
it can be turned into office

A FRAIL pensioner has been 
given until the end of January 
to leave her home so it can be 
made into an office. 

Margaret Gallacher, 71, of 
Leagrave High Street, Luton, 
was first contacted by the 
Highways Agency, which she 
rents the property off, on 
October 27. 

It informed her it is needed 
to support the construction 
needs of the Ml hard shoulder 
running scheme. 

Her daughter, Joyce Fraser, 
said she is ‘disgusted’ with the 
treatment her mother has 
received. 

Mrs Fraser, 41, said: “My 
mum received a notice from 
the Highways Agency saying 
she has to leave the property 
by January 31, 2011. 

“My mum’s in very bad 
health and our family are con¬ 
cerned. 

“She has spondylosis which 
means her spine is crumbling, 
diabetes, angina and osteo¬ 


porosis. That’s why we are 
worried she will not be able to 
handle a move. 

“She has lived there for 12 
years and done a lot of work to 
that house. She really does not 
want to go. 

“I am disgusted with the way 
they are treating her. They 
have completely stonewalled 
us. If the decision doesn’t 
change we will have to find 
somewhere else for her. She 
can’t live with me because I 
only have a one bedroom 
place.” 

Mrs Gallacher (pictured 
with granddaughter Caroline 
Curry) said: “I’m very upset 
and worried about it. At my 
age I just don’t feel up to mov¬ 


ing, packing and sorting 
things out again. 

“I’ve got help from my fami¬ 
ly but I don’t feel well enough. 
It’s been very stressful and I 
can’t sleep at night because of 
it and it’s always on my mind.” 

Kelvin Hopkins, MP for 
Luton North, said: “Mrs 
Gallacher’s daughter visited 
my advice surgery in early 
November and I then wrote to 
the Highways Agency asking it 
reconsiders its eviction notice. 

“The Highways Agency 
recently replied expressing 
some sympathy with Mrs 
Gallacher but simply confirm¬ 
ing it requires the property 
back. 

“I am going to write to it 


again to see what might still 
be done but the prospect for 
Mrs Gallacher does not look 
bright.” 

A Highways Agency 
spokesman said: “The 

Highways Agency has 
obtained approval from the 
local planning authority to use 
three of its own properties. 

“Had the Agency not decid¬ 
ed to use these properties 
they would have been sold on 
the open market in accor¬ 
dance with the Highways 
Agency’s policy to dispose of 
surplus properties, and any 
tenants asked to vacate the 
property. 

“We have deferred the need 
to vacate the property for as 
long as possible to allow our 
tenant more time to apply for 
alternative accommodation, 
and to avoid her having to 
move around Christmas and 
the New Year period. 

“We have also met with our 
tenant several times in per¬ 
son, to ensure they under¬ 
stand why the property is 
needed, and provided advice 
on how to apply for alterna¬ 
tive housing.”

138 people 
over the 
age of 65

NEARLY 140 pensioners have 
been arrested this year as an 
apparent crimewave has 
been sweeping through the 
older generation. 

According to figures 
released by Bedfordshire 
Police, in response to a 
Freedom of Information 
request made by Luton on 
Sunday, 138 over-65s have 
been arrested this year - 125 
men and 13 women. 

For theft, 28 men and 
women have been arrested, 
27 for assault, 16 for sexual 
offences, 12 for road traffic 
offences involving drink or 
drugs and five for burglary. 

The oldest people arrested 
were two 85 year olds, and 
there were 42 arrests made of 
72 year olds. 

The new figures come after it 
was reported in September 
last year that around 95 arrests 
were made of men over the 
age of 70, and 16 arrests made 
of men and women over the 
age of 80, between September 
2007 and August 2009. 

The number of arrests are 
on the rise with 123 in 2008, 
145 in 2009 and 138 so far this 
year. 

A total of 481 arrests have 
been made between fanuary 
2007 and November 2010. 


When talking about the rea¬ 
sons behind these figures, 
director of Age Concern 
Luton, Colette McKeaveney, 
said: “Some people who are 
engaged with criminal activi¬ 
ty when they are younger will 
still carry on when they are 
older, though the type of 
crime may change. 

“You will get older people 
involved in crime. 

“There are lots of issues like 
better detection and 
improved CCTV surveillance 
to catch criminals to take into 
account. 

“It’s important to say that 
these people are a very small 
group and the majority of 
older people are the victims of 
crime.” 

A Bedfordshire Police 
spokesman said: “While 
crimes committed by the over 
65s has risen in the last three 
years, it is still a very small 
percentage of total crime 
committed. 

“Recent crime figures show 
that crime in Bedfordshire is 
dropping and the Criminal 
Justice System will always 
view any offenders, regardless 
of age, in the same light. 

“There are many reasons 
why people choose to commit 
crimes and the police service 
work with partner agencies to 
understand these motivators 
and use any information 
available to us to reduce 
crime where possible.”

Police uncover hash stash and cash 


THREE men were arrested on 
suspicion of supplying drugs in 
Luton this week. 

On Thursday, officers from the

Council forced to find 
another £8m in cuts

A FURTHER £8.3 million cuts 
have been identified for next 
year’s budget by Central 
Bedfordshire Council. 

The authority’s executive 
agreed on Tuesday to a series of 
budget proposals in response to 
additional financial pressure that 
will now be the subject of consul¬ 
tation. 

These are in addition to options 
put forward in October to cut 
£14.5 million. 

A council spokesman said that 
since October, it has become 
clear that the reduction in 
Government financial support to 
authorities may be greater than 
anticipated and the council now 


expects the reductions to be 
'front-loaded’. 

This means it will have to make 
more of its savings in the first and 
second years of the four year 
term covered by the spending 
review. 

The new proposals combine a 
range of efficiency savings, some 
service reductions and options to 
deliver services in collaboration 
with other agencies or communi¬ 
ty groups. 

Some of the cuts include: 

■ A further review of terms and 
conditions of service for council 
employees 

■ Stop providing sports devel¬ 
opment and play services 

■ Not renewing the contract for 
the leisure centre at Sandy Upper 
School. 


■ Reviewing how libraries are 
managed and resourced. 

Leader of the council, Coun¬ 
cillor Tricia Turner MBE, said: 
“Despite the budget challenges 
ahead, we are absolutely deter¬ 
mined not to increase council 
tax levels for our residents. 

“While we will continue to be 
rigorous in driving out every 
penny of avoidable costs, the 
size of the savings we have to 
make requires us to put some 
difficult proposals on the 
table. 

“This budget strategy is about 
using our resources to best 
effect and prioritising our spend¬ 
ing.”

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Man’s name is cleared 
after ‘20 years of hell’

A FATHER-OF-THREE who 
endured 20 years of hell after he 
was falsely accused of abusing a 
schoolgirl had his name cleared 
after the country’s top judge 
declared him the victim of a 
“serious miscarriage of justice”. 

Ian Henderson, 47, served a two- 
year jail term after his alleged victim, 
Carrie Crownshaw, of Luton falsely 
accused him of indecently assault¬ 
ing her when she was 14. 

Mr Henderson, of London, was 
convicted of indecent assault in July 
1990, receiving a three-year sen¬ 
tence, later cut to two years on 
appeal. 

Almost 20 years after her evidence 
saw him jailed, Crownshaw con¬ 
fessed to police that the abuse accu¬ 
sations were not true, said Lord 
Judge, who added that her “sense of 
guilt” had driven her to come clean. 

Crownshaw, 34, finally confessed 
her lies after a therapist urged her to 
come forward. 

She was prosecuted for perverting 
the course of justice, and admitted 
the charge in May this year, receiv¬ 
ing a suspended sentence. 

The Lord Chief Justice, Lord Judge, 
sitting with Mr Justice Griffith- 
Williams and Mrs Justice Sharp in 
London’s Appeal Court on Thursday 


said in Crownshaw’s favour that Mr 
Henderson’s conviction “would have 
gone on standing” had she not con¬ 
fessed the truth. 

He said: “There could be no more 
public a statement that the 
allegation against this man was false 
than her confession. 

“And so we have an unsafe convic¬ 
tion, and an innocent man who 
served a prison sentence, and whose 
subsequent life and relationships 
have been blighted. 

“It is a serious miscarriage of 
justice; it has taken 20 years for it to 
be recognised, and that’s too long.” 

The indecent assault conviction 
was expunged by the court. 

After the short hearing, Mr 
Henderson said he felt as if “a heavy 
chain has been lifted from around 
my neck.” 

Much of the past 20 years had been 
a living nightmare, he said, being 
constantly haunted by the fear that 
people were “looking at him” 
because of the stain on his name. 

His barrister, Gareth Underhill, 
said he would be in line for a sub¬ 
stantial damages pay-out as the vic¬ 
tim of a clear miscarriage of justice. 

He said: “He spent 20 years with 
the stigma hanging over him for an 
offence which was based on an 
entirely false allegation. It has 
blighted his life in terms of employ¬ 
ment prospects and relationships.” 


Cop to learn his fate 


A POLICE officer who 
stood trial on 
allegations of lying to 
escape two speeding 
tickets will learn 
next week if he is to 
face a retrial, after 
the jury failed to 
agree on one of their 
verdicts. 

Mark Williams was 
cleared by the jury at 
Luton Crown Court 
on Friday of one 
charge of doing an 
act tending and 
intending to pervert 
the course of justice. 

But the jury were 
then discharged 
after saying they 
were unable to reach 
even a majority 
verdict on the 
second similar 
charge. 



Judge Barbara 
Mensah gave the 
prosecution seven 
days to decide if they 
will pursue a retrial 
on the one remaining 
charge. 

Mr Williams, 30, is a 
Metropolitan police 
officer, but lives in 
Luton. He was 
released on bail.

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Trio locked up for 
Class A drug chain

THREE people from Luton were 
jailed for their part in a drug 
dealing operation on Tuesday at 
Luton Crown Court. 

Natasha Hobbs, 29, of Marlow 
Avenue, Luton, had been charged 
with being concerned in the sup¬ 
ply of crack cocaine and heroin. 

She pleaded guilty at the begin¬ 
ning of a trial which was due to 
start on Monday and was sen¬ 
tenced to four years in prison. 

Amanda Hucklesby, 40, of Old 
Bedford Road, Luton, had also 
been charged with the same 
offences and again pleaded guilty 
at the start of the trial. She was 
sentenced to four years in prison. 

Hucklesby was also imprisoned 
to a further 15 months in connec¬ 
tion with a separate charge of 
possession with intent to supply 
a class A drug for which she had 
pleaded guilty at an earlier hear¬ 
ing. 

Afzal Ahmad, 19, of Chandos 
Road, Luton, had been charged 


with possession with intent to 
supply crack cocaine and heroin. 

He also pleaded guilty on 
Monday and was sentenced to 16 
months imprisonment in a 
young offenders’ institute. 

A further man, Shahid Rafiq, 19, 
of Home Close, Luton, has also 
been charged with possession 
with intent to supply crack 
cocaine and heroin. 

He pleaded guilty at a previous 
hearing and will reappear at 
Luton Crown Court at a later 
date. 

The charges had been made 
after the four were stopped by 
police in Leagrave High Street, 
Luton, on August 27, 2009 and 
officers found cash, mobile tele¬ 
phones and an amount of crack 
cocaine in deal bags in the car 
they were travelling in. 

During the search of a property 
in Chandos Road a further 
amount of crack cocaine and 
heroin was found. 

Speaking after the convictions, 
detective constable Amy Kelly, 
said: “It is believed that Hobbs 


was at the higher end of this 
operation and was acting as a 
manager. 

“She had kept herself as best 
she could out of the chain, but 
due to her driving the vehicle on 
the day and further evidence 
painstakingly collected by a team 
of officers, she was deemed an 
equal if not bigger part in this 
than the others and this sentenc¬ 
ing reflects this. 

“Hobbs had no previous crimi¬ 
nal history and has a young fam¬ 
ily which she will not be able to 
be with for some time. 

“Due to the serious nature and 
her involvement in the case she 
has received a custodial sentence 
and this shows that no matter 
what age, gender, race or person¬ 
al circumstance you are in, if you 
become involved in illegal drugs 
activity, you will be punished 
heavily. 

“People need to be aware of the 
serious prison sentences these 
offences carry and that no matter 
who you are or what you are, you 
will not escape the law.”

Fast-food shops have a statutory 
duty of care to ensure that the street 
is kept clear of rubbish generated 
from their sales (eg fast food cartons 
regularly strewed along Riddy Lane 
and Wellington Street). 

The long-term solution to this 
problem has to be education, which 
however is difficult in a town with 
such a transient population as 
Luton. 

There does not appear to be any 
consistent enforcement of litter laws 
in Luton. 

Those responsible for this danger¬ 
ous rubbish should not be fined, 
they should be ordered by magis¬ 
trates to pick litter as community 
payback.

Putting it to the vote

that Luton South Labour MP Gavin 
Shuker is against changing the 
voting system to make it more fair.

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Labour MPs vote 
against fees rise

THE decision to increase university fees up to 
£9,000 a year has been met with disdain by Luton’s 
MPs. 

In the House of Commons on Thursday, MPs voted 
to almost treble tuition fees, with the coalition gov¬ 
ernment winning by a majority of 21. 

Both Labour MPs for Luton, Kelvin Hopkins and 
Gavin Shuker, voted against the rise. 

Mr Hopkins, MP for Luton North, said: “I have 
always believed in state education and that students 
should not pay fees at all. 

“I voted against the introduction of fees in 1998 
and was asked to speak at an anti-fees meeting in 
Parliament together with Ken Livingstone and a 
young man called Damon Albarn, whom I later dis¬ 
covered was a pop musician. 

“Last Thursday’s vote was a disaster for students, 
taking them back 70 years to when only the monied 
could afford a university education. 

“When I was a student in the 1960s we paid no fees 
and received a full maintenance grant too. Those 
who received full grants because of low parental 
income could live on the money they received. 

“The government has kicked away the ladder for 
those coming after them.” 

Luton South MB Mr Shuker, said: “I’m absolutely 
gutted. The Lib Dems have ensured that a genera¬ 
tion of young people will be put off higher educa¬ 
tion by massive debts of £40,000 - £50,000. 

“Along with the scrapping of Educational 
Maintenance Allowance, this week the government 
has made it harder than ever for Luton’s young peo¬ 
ple to ever fulfill their potential.” 


Conservative MP for South West Bedfordshire, 
Andrew Selous, who voted for the rise, said: “I think 
I had to do it for the country because basically we 
don’t have any money. 

“We have protected the NHS and given more 
money to schools. But at a time when we have no 
money, we are seriously in the red as a country. We 
are paying £45 billion just on the interest on our 
debt. 

“Students will not have to pay while they go 
through university. We have protected the mainte¬ 
nance grant for the poorest. When someone is earn¬ 
ing £25,000 the monthly repayment is £30. The 
loans disappear after 30 years so I think people need 
to look at the monthly repayment. 

“It is not like a mortgage, when you are out of work 
or earning less than £21,000 you do not have to pay 
it back.” 

The Vice Chancellor of the University of 
Bedfordshire, Professor Les Ebdon CBE, said: “It’s 
got to be disappointing that MPs have voted 
through proposals that will cost the taxpayer more 
and which risk social mobility and participation in 
our universities. 

“It’s vitally important that the coalition now listens 
to the concerns being expressed by students, gradu¬ 
ates and universities. 

“In particular, it needs to properly consult on its 
proposals for the National Scholarship Programme 
and Access Agreements so that we do not further 
risk the prospects of those from disadvantaged 
backgrounds.”

Council takes tough action 
to recoup overpaid benefits

Burglar Brian 
behind bars 

A BURGLAR who has served 
long sentences in the past has 
been jailed again for offending 
while on licence. 

Brian Warren, 39, had been 
released from prison after 
serving two years of a four year 
sentence but was caught red 
handed inside a burgled house 
seven months later, a court 
heard on Tuesday. 

He pleaded guilty to burglary 
with intent to steal on August 24 
this year but maintained he had 
entered the house in Frederick 
Street, Luton, after someone 
else had already broken in and 
stolen property. 

A police officer was in the 
house having been alerted by a 
concerned neighbour, but 
Warren did not have any of the 
stolen property on him. 

Warren, of Dorset Court, Luton 
was jailed for two years and four 
months at Luton Crown Court. 

Claudette Elliott, prosecuting, 
said he had convictions for 
burglary dating back to 1997 
and had received four lengthy 
jail terms since 2004. 

Alessandro Di Francesco, 
defending urged the court to 
give him the chance of drug 
treatment. 

He said: “He fares well in 
custody, engages with the drug 
and education services but 
when back in the community 
relapses into heroin use, an 
addiction he has had since 
1994.” 

Judge Jeffrey Burke QC told 
Warren: “Your record is far too 
bad for anything other than a 
further sentence of 
imprisonment.” 


NEARLY £500,000 was overpaid in 
benefits in the last financial year. 

These figures were revealed at a 
meeting of the audit and governance 
committee at Luton Borough Council 
where the benefits fraud report for 
2009/10 showed the total value of 
overpayments behind 70 cases stood 
at £497,850.24. 

The investigations officer told the 
group in September that 613 referrals 
had been accepted for investigation. 

He added that 229 referrals had been 
made by the fraud hotline, 191 inter¬ 
views had been held under caution, 73 
sanction files had been submitted to 
legal services, of which 146 sanctions 


had been applied with 70 receiving 
convictions. 

The number of cases rejected due to 
lack of evidence was 428. 

A Luton Borough Council 
spokesman said: “While figures are 
not yet available for the year, a sample 
has indicated a recovery rate of seven 
per cent so far. The council has also 
received 40 per cent subsidy from 
Government on these overpayments. 

“The recovery rate is low because 
notwithstanding the amount of fraud 
committed, generally the money has 
gone, fraudsters have no assets and 
live in rented accommodation and 
often on low income. 

“Where there are assets, we are pro¬ 
gressing the fraudsters under the pro¬ 
ceeds of crime act which allows us to

realise these to recover the money, 
together with costs. 

“People who claim benefit when 
they are not entitled to it are criminals 
who deliberately set out to defraud the 
public, and Luton Borough Council 
always treats them as such. We are 
proud of our terrific record bringing 
offenders to justice, last year identify¬ 
ing and securing benefit fraud convic¬ 
tions with a value amounting to 
£497,850.” 

Meanwhile, on December 3 a pro¬ 
ceeds of crime hearing at Luton 
Crown Court heard how a benefit thief 
had earned £146,464.58 through her 
life of crime. 

The court ruled Rifa Begum had real¬ 
isable assets of £57,000 and a confisca¬ 
tion order in that sum was made. 


The graduation ceremony took place 
at the Church of Christ the 
Cornerstone, in Milton Keynes and 
included a further 200 graduates, who 
had also studied teacher education 
through the University.

She appeared in court alongside her 
brother Nadir Ahmed, 23, who himself 
was convicted of conspiracy to 
defraud and sentenced to six months 
imprisonment suspended for 12 
months, with a 150-hours unpaid 
work requirement and two-month 
curfew.

1 didn’t have many 
man’s storv of fiaht 


UP to 34 million adults in the UK are risking death 
with the mistaken belief that the main symptom of 
meningitis is a rash. On Wednesday, a national charity 
launched its campaign to stop this misconception. 
CHRISTINA JOHNSON spoke with Daniel Hunter, 
of Dunstable Road, Luton, who contracted the disease 
when he was 17, and who is supporting the campaign. 


AROUND 5.3 million adults in 
the country cannot name a 
single sign or symptom of 
meningitis. 

According to research by the 
Meningitis Trust, 71 per cent of 
people immediately think of 
a rash when identifying the 
disease. 

The charity is so worried by this 
that it is hammering home the 
message ‘Don’t Wait for a Rash’. 

Daniel Hunter, 28, was struck 
down with meningitis in October 
1999 and it nearly cost him his 
life after he contracted the 
potentially fatal bacterial form. 

After two of days of experienc¬ 
ing flu-like symptoms and a visit 
to his GP, Daniel knew something 
still was not right and insisted on 
getting further medical attention. 

His mother telephoned for an 
emergency doctor to visit, who 
immediately called for an ambu¬ 
lance to take him to A&E. 

As soon as he arrived at Luton 
& Dunstable Hospital his grand¬ 
mother noticed a rash on the 
sole of his foot. 


He was then admitted into 
intensive care, given a lumber 
puncture and was treated with 
antibiotics. 

When speaking about his 
ordeal Daniel said: “I didn’t have 
many hours left to live because 
my symptoms had started days 
before. I was in intensive care for 
about seven days and don’t 
remember much. I then had nine 
days on another ward. 

“I had to have injections in my 
stomach and there was also a 
point when there was a scan to 
see if I had to have my leg ampu¬ 
tated because my blood was 


clotting and causing it to swell. 
Fortunately I didn’t. 

“After about 14 or 15 days I 
came out and went home 
because I could sleep there. 
During this time I lost around 
two stone in weight.” 

When speaking about how it 
has affected his life he said: “After 
this happened to me I knew my 
life would not be the same. 

“For around six years after my 
immune system was not good 
and I would catch every single 
bug going. 

“I am fortunate though to come 
out of it and be normal. People 
can lose their limbs or die. 

“People know about the disease 
but not the symptoms. 

“You can have it and not realise 
it because the symptoms are 
like flu. 

“It’s important to know because 
there is only a small window of

Primary school 
numbers to soar

THE number of pupils at a 
primary school will treble in 
the next academic year. 

Leagrave Primary School 
will take in 180 new students 
in September, compared with 
the 60 it normally receives. 

At Luton Borough Council’s 
executive meeting on Monday 
night it approved a consulta¬ 
tion document which pro¬ 
posed to increase admissions 
at five primary schools for the 
2012/13 academic year to 
cope with growing numbers of 
school places. 

The biggest impact will be 
on Leagrave Primary School 
which is recommended to 
take the additional pupils into 
four new Reception classes. 

After two years the number 
will reduce to 120 new intakes 
if two new schools are built in 
Luton for September 2013. 

Other schools affected are 
Chantry Primary School and 
Stopsley Primary School 
which will increase admission 
for the Reception year by 30 
places and the number of 
pupils at both schools will rise 
from 420 to 630 over a seven- 


year period. Warden Hill 
Infant School will take 120 
new pupils, rather than 90. 

The council thinks the 
school will also increase 
admissions for Year Three 
pupils from September 2014. 

The last school affected is 
Farley Junior School, which 
will admit 90 Year Three 
students. 

To accommodate the stu¬ 
dents the council plans to use 
a ‘double mobile’ classroom 
at the schools until some¬ 
thing more sustainable can be 
used. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The recommended increase 
in admission places at 
Leagrave Primary is not relat¬ 
ed to the Building Schools For 
the Future secondary schools 
programme. 

“The increase in capacity 
would be met through expan¬ 
sion of the existing school 
onto the Leagrave Learning & 
Resource Centre site, which 
was formerly an infant 
school. 

“Should two new schools 
not be built in Luton the 
council would seek to expand 
other existing schools across 
the borough.”

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Cup exit spurs Keane and 
co to aim for league title

IT’S a rare thing to witness a defeat 
being greeted with such passion. 

No sooner had a second deflection 
effectively ended the Hatters’ inter¬ 
est in this year’s FA Cup to rather 
flatteringly hand Charlton Athletic a 
3-1 win, the Kenilworth Road crowd 
sparked up - and the words said it 
all. 

Though the exact content of their 
ditty can’t be printed verbatim in a 
family newspaper, for 20 rousing 
minutes, supporters sang non-stop 
about precisely where their team 
are at the moment - and the posi¬ 
tive warmth of passion could have 
thawed even the coldest observer. 

For those that weren’t there, the 
rough translation was that the FA 
Cup mattered little, because the 
scintillating football they’d wit¬ 
nessed on Thursday night had them 
convinced that ‘Operation 
Promotion’ was a veritable certainty. 

Yes, Town missed out on a dream 
trip to Tottenham Hotspur in the 
third round, but as manager 
Richard Money summed up after¬ 
wards - Bath City away on the date 
they could have been at White Hart 
Lane is where they really want to be. 

Keith Keane (pictured) shared the 
same tunnel vision, that only the 
quest for the Football League is 
important. 

“It would have been a great feel¬ 
ing,” said the midfielder. “Everyone 
in the Conference would have liked 
to have had a day out at White Hart 
Lane, but it’s over and done with 
now. I’d much rather win the league 
or get promoted than have a day out 



at White Hart Lane. It’s one thing out 
of the way. We are in two competi¬ 
tions, but make no mistake about it, 
our main priority is the league.” 

On the call-to-arms chant that still 
rang around Kenilworth Road long 
after the final whistle ushered Luton 
and Charlton players down the tun¬ 
nel, Keane said: “I think all the fans 
want is for the players to be putting 
in 100 per cent. At the minute, they 
must feel we are doing that because 
they are getting behind us. 

“I can’t tell you how nice that 
is. The lads really appreciate it 
and it does help you a lot.” 

Lady Luck wasn’t with 
Luton against Charlton 
three days ago, but make no 
mistake, they showed with 
some superior football 
that League Two 
where they deserve 
to be - maybe even 
alongside the 
Addicks a further 
division up, if you 
ask Keane. 

“I honestly 
believe that the 
team we have at 
the minute 

could play in 
League One,” he 
said. “We would 
easily hold our 
own there. 

“People 
might not 
believe it, but 
the league we 
are in now is a 
hard league to gei out 
of. Everyone is scrapping 
for their lives but there 


is only one automatic place. If you 
get in the play-offs then, no matter 
how good you are, it’s a lottery over 
who goes through. 

“It’s a very hard league to get out of 
but we are going to do our best to 
make sure we do it this season. 

“We’ve got a good enough team to 
go up. But it’s easy to get ready for a 
game when the team is two leagues 
above us. 

“You’ve got to be able to get up for 
the games against Welling and Bath 
City away. If you can’t then you 
are going to get stuck in this 
league. You have to be profes¬ 
sional and go about your busi¬ 
ness in the right way.” 

Welling is the next test this 
afternoon in the FA Trophy, and 
though he’s a subscriber to 
the Luton party line, the 
24-year-old will allow 
himself a small 
vision of returning 
to Wembley to add 
to their visit in the 
lohnstone’s Paint 
Trophy win last 
year. If we can 
get to 

Wembley in 
this FA Trophy 
then we will do 
our very best,” 
he said. “No-one 
would ever turn 
down a chance to play 
at Wembley. I was lucky 
enough to play in the 
lohnstone’s Paint 

Trophy there and the 
day out was great. I’d love 
to play there again.” 
Recent performances 


have suggested that Luton’s show¬ 
ing against Charlton was not a one- 
off, and they’ve all been building to 
the levels that fans became accus¬ 
tomed to at the tail end of the last 
league campaign. 

But the television cameras catch¬ 
ing the action would also have 
opened this up to a whole new audi¬ 
ence who got to see the fantastic 
brand of football that Money has got 
this, arguably better side than last 
season, producing. 

“At the minute, we are playing real¬ 
ly well and everyone is in a good 
place,” said Keane. “We know what 
the manager wants and, at the 
minute, we are in good form. We will 
just try and keep that going.” 

You have to admire the optimism 
of the support, but of course, with it 
being tight at the top of the Blue 
Square Bet Premier, there’s still a 
long wait to see if Town can go one 
better than last year and finish as 
champions. 

With their last performance as 
proof of the quality they possess, 
and with so many former Football 
League clubs all pushing for the 
same spot, Keane admits he’d be an 
advocate of a second automatic 
promotion spot being made avail¬ 
able in the Conference. 

He said: “I would say there at least 
six or seven teams in the 
Conference that could easily hold 
their own in League Two, maybe do 
even better. Even I didn't realise 
before I came to play in the 
Conference that there are some very 
good players in this league and 
some very good teams. 

“Just because they are not in the 
Football League, people think that

Money issues SOS call 
to help cash-strapped 
FA Ikvphy foes Welling

RICHARD Money has urged Luton Town 
fans to turn out at Kenilworth Road today 
and help the Hatters’ FA Trophy opponents 
Welling United out of a ‘tight spot’. 

At the start of this month the Conference 
South high-fliers were given a 14-day dead¬ 
line to settle a debt of almost £60,000 with 
Her Majesty’s Revenue and Customs 
(HMRC). 

The Wings were also deducted five points 
by the Football Conference. 

On Friday, the Bexley-based club 
announced that it had secured funds to meet 
the costs of the HMRC petition after invest¬ 
ment was found, though they will still need 
to attend the Hight Court on Wednesday to 
make sure it is formally dismissed 

Yet, after Luton’s recent financial troubles, 
that saw them go into administration in 
2007, get deducted 30 points and ultimately 
get relegated from the Football League, 
Money has called on fans to show support 
for another club which has fallen on hard 
times. 

And with the two clubs splitting the gate 
from this afternoon’s 3pm kick-off as per the 
competition rules, a good turn out could fur¬ 
ther help out United. 

He said: “I’m hearing the club is in some 


financial difficulties, so I would like to take 
this opportunity to appeal to our supporters 
to remember where this club has been over 
the last four or five years and show some 
empathy for Welling. 

“I would like to appeal to anyone with a 
real football empathy to come to the game 
on Sunday and help Welling out of a really 
tight spot. 

“It’s the only good we will want to show 
them on the day because we want to go 
through. 

“If we can get 2,500 to 3,000 people that 
would be a really good effort.” 

The Hatters boss said that the other incen¬ 
tive is for fans to see the club’s three new 
signings in action. 

“We are going to freshen the team up quite 
a bit, we have players who want to and need 
to play,” he said. 

“I don’t want to give the whole team away 
but Jason Walker, Alex Lawless and Craig 
Hinton will obviously start, as will Ed Asafu- 
Adjaye, Dan Walker and Godfrey Poku. 

“It’s going to be interesting for us to see and 
I think it’s going to be exciting for the fans to 
see. 

“Rest assured we are going to pick a side 
that’s good enough to get us through to the 
next round of this competition.” 

He will be without the services of Amari 
Morgan-Smith and Danny Crow, who played 


in Luton’s 3-1 FA Cup Second Round exit to 
Charlton Athletic on Thursday. 

Morgan-Smith underwent an operation on 
Friday to lift a depression in his cheek and 
insert a plate after suffering the injury in the 
first minute against the Addicks, while Crow 
has a slight ankle injury. 

Money said: “You have some spells in the 
season where you pick up some strange 
injuries. Hopefully, we have a good enough 
squad to see us through. 

“So that’s why you have to be mindful of 
Sunday because we have bigger matches 
coming up.” 

Money’s usually meticulous preparation 
for games has been hit by the recent cold 
snap as it meant that Welling’s game against 
Eastleigh last weekend was postponed - and 
that was the only chance the club had to 
scout today’s opponents. 

But Money assured fans that, though pro¬ 
motion back to the Football League is his 
‘only’ priority and changes to the team will 
be made, the FA Trophy does present a 
chance to win some silverware. 

He said: “Hopefully those that play will say, 
‘come on let’s go and show everyone what we 
are about’. 

“It’s an opportunity to see one or two of our 
younger players in action and maybe we will 
be like Manchester United and let them 
carry us through to the final.”
